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agency; the location where the trial 
burn plan and any supporting docu-
ments can be reviewed and copied; and 
a schedule of the activities that are re-
quired prior to permit issuance, includ-
ing the anticipated time schedule for 
agency approval of the plan and the 
time periods during which the trial 
burn would be conducted. Applicants 
who submit a trial burn plan and re-
ceive approval before submission of the 
part B permit application must com-
plete the trial burn and submit the re-
sults specified in paragraph (f) of this 
section with the part B permit applica-
tion. If completion of this process con-
flicts with the date set for submission 
of the part B application, the applicant 
must contact the Director to establish 
a later date for submission of the part 
B application or the trial burn results. 
If the applicant submits a trial burn 
plan with part B of the permit applica-
tion, the trial burn must be conducted 
and the results submitted within a 
time period prior to permit issuance to 
be specified by the Director.

§ 270.67 RCRA standardized permits 
for storage and treatment units. 

RCRA standardized permits are spe-
cial forms of permits for TSD owners 
or operators that: 

(a) Generate hazardous waste and 
then non-thermally treat or store the 
hazardous waste on-site in tanks, con-
tainers, or containment buildings; or 

(b) Receive hazardous waste gen-
erated off-site by a generator under the 
same ownership as the receiving facil-
ity, and then store or non-thermally 
treat the hazardous waste in con-
tainers, tanks, or containment build-
ings. Standardized permit facility own-
ers or operators are regulated under 
subpart J of this part, part 124 subpart 
G of this chapter, and part 267 of this 
chapter.

Subpart G—Interim Status 

§ 270.70 Qualifying for interim status. 
(a) Any person who owns or operates 

an ‘‘existing HWM facility’’ or a facil-
ity in existence on the effective date of 
statutory or regulatory amendments 
under the Act that render the facility 
subject to the requirement to have a 
RCRA permit shall have interim status 
and shall be treated as having been 
issued a permit to the extent he or she 
has: 

(1) Complied with the requirements 
of section 3010(a) of RCRA pertaining 
to notification of hazardous waste ac-
tivity. 

[Comment: Some existing facilities may not 
be required to file a notification under sec-
tion 3010(a) of RCRA. These facilities may 
qualify for interim status by meeting para-
graph (a)(2) of this section.] 

(2) Complied with the requirements 
of § 270.10 governing submission of part 
A applications; 

(b) Failure to qualify for interim sta-
tus. If EPA has reason to believe upon 
examination of a part A application 
that it fails to meet the requirements 
of § 270.13, it shall notify the owner or 
operator in writing of the apparent de-
ficiency. Such notice shall specify the 
grounds for EPA’s belief that the appli-
cation is deficient. The owner or oper-
ator shall have 30 days from receipt to 
respond to such a notification and to 
explain or cure the alleged deficiency 
in his part A application. If, after such 
notification and opportunity for re-
sponse, EPA determines that the appli-
cation is deficient it may take appro-
priate enforcement action. 

(c) Paragraph (a) of this section shall 
not apply to any facility which has 
been previously denied a RCRA permit 
or if authority to operate the facility 
under RCRA has been previously termi-
nated.

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§ 270.71 Operation during interim sta-
tus. 

(a) During the interim status period 
the facility shall not: 

(1) Treat, store, or dispose of haz-
ardous waste not specified in part A of 
the permit application; 

(2) Employ processes not specified in 
part A of the permit application; or 

(3) Exceed the design capacities spec-
ified in part A of the permit applica-
tion. 

(b) Interim status standards. During 
interim status, owners or operators 
shall comply with the interim status 
standards at 40 CFR part 265. 

§ 270.72 Changes during interim sta-
tus. 

(a) Except as provided in paragraph 
(b), the owner or operator of an interim 
status facility may make the following 
changes at the facility: 

(1) Treatment, storage, or disposal of 
new hazardous wastes not previously 
identified in part A of the permit appli-
cation (and, in the case of newly listed 
or identified wastes, addition of the 
units being used to treat, store, or dis-
pose of the hazardous wastes on the ef-
fective date of the listing or identifica-
tion) if the owner or operator submits 
a revised part A permit application 
prior to such treatment, storage, or 
disposal; 

(2) Increases in the design capacity of 
processes used at the facility if the 
owner or operator submits a revised 
part A permit application prior to such 
a change (along with a justification ex-
plaining the need for the change) and 
the Director approves the changes be-
cause: 

(i) There is a lack of available treat-
ment, storage, or disposal capacity at 
other hazardous waste management fa-
cilities, or 

(ii) The change is necessary to com-
ply with a Federal, State, or local re-
quirement. 

(3) Changes in the processes for the 
treatment, storage, or disposal of haz-
ardous waste or addition of processes if 
the owner or operator submits a re-
vised part A permit application prior 
to such change (along with a justifica-
tion explaining the need for the 
change) and the Director approves the 
change because: 

(i) The change is necessary to pre-
vent a threat to human health and the 
environment because of an emergency 
situation, or 

(ii) The change is necessary to com-
ply with a Federal, State, or local re-
quirement. 

(4) Changes in the ownership or oper-
ational control of a facility if the new 
owner or operator submits a revised 
part A permit application no later than 
90 days prior to the scheduled change. 
When a transfer of operational control 
of a facility occurs, the old owner or 
operator shall comply with the require-
ments of 40 CFR part 265, subpart H 
(Financial Requirements), until the 
new owner or operator has dem-
onstrated to the Director that he is 
complying with the requirements of 
that subpart. The new owner or oper-
ator must demonstrate compliance 
with subpart H requirements within six 
months of the date of the change in 
ownership or operational control of the 
facility. Upon demonstration to the Di-
rector by the new owner or operator of 
compliance with subpart H, the Direc-
tor shall notify the old owner or oper-
ator in writing that he no longer needs 
to comply with subpart H as of the 
date of demonstration. All other in-
terim status duties are transferred ef-
fective immediately upon the date of 
the change in ownership or operational 
control of the facility. 

(5) Changes made in accordance with 
an interim status corrective action 
order issued by EPA under section 
3008(h) or other Federal authority, by 
an authorized State under comparable 
State authority, or by a court in a ju-
dicial action brought by EPA or by an 
authorized State. Changes under this 
paragraph are limited to the treat-
ment, storage, or disposal of solid 
waste from releases that originate 
within the boundary of the facility. 

(6) Addition of newly regulated units 
for the treatment, storage, or disposal 
of hazardous waste if the owner or op-
erator submits a revised part A permit 
application on or before the date on 
which the unit becomes subject to the 
new requirements. 

(b) Except as specifically allowed 
under this paragraph, changes listed 
under paragraph (a) of this section may 
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not be made if they amount to recon-
struction of the hazardous waste man-
agement facility. Reconstruction oc-
curs when the capital investment in 
the changes to the facility exceeds 50 
percent of the capital cost of a com-
parable entirely new hazardous waste 
management facility. If all other re-
quirements are met, the following 
changes may be made even if they 
amount to a reconstruction: 

(1) Changes made solely for the pur-
poses of complying with the require-
ments of 40 CFR 265.193 for tanks and 
ancillary equipment. 

(2) If necessary to comply with Fed-
eral, State, or local requirements, 
changes to an existing unit, changes 
solely involving tanks or containers, or 
addition of replacement surface im-
poundments that satisfy the standards 
of section 3004(o). 

(3) Changes that are necessary to 
allow owners or operators to continue 
handling newly listed or identified haz-
ardous wastes that have been treated, 
stored, or disposed of at the facility 
prior to the effective date of the rule 
establishing the new listing or identi-
fication. 

(4) Changes during closure of a facil-
ity or of a unit within a facility made 
in accordance with an approved closure 
plan. 

(5) Changes necessary to comply with 
an interim status corrective action 
order issued by EPA under section 
3008(h) or other Federal authority, by 
an authorized State under comparable 
State authority, or by a court in a ju-
dicial proceeding brought by EPA or an 
authorized State, provided that such 
changes are limited to the treatment, 
storage, or disposal of solid waste from 
releases that originate within the 
boundary of the facility. 

(6) Changes to treat or store, in 
tanks, containers, or containment 
buildings, hazardous wastes subject to 
land disposal restrictions imposed by 
part 268 of this chapter or RCRA sec-
tion 3004, provided that such changes 
are made solely for the purpose of com-
plying with part 268 of this chapter or 
RCRA section 3004. 

(7) Addition of newly regulated units 
under paragraph (a)(6) of this section. 

(8) Changes necessary to comply with 
standards under 40 CFR part 63, Sub-

part EEE—National Emission Stand-
ards for Hazardous Air Pollutants 
From Hazardous Waste Combustors.

§ 270.73 Termination of interim status. 
Interim status terminates when: 
(a) Final administrative disposition 

of a permit application, except an ap-
plication for a remedial action plan 
(RAP) under subpart H of this part, is 
made. 

(b) Interim status is terminated as 
provided in § 270.10(e)(5). 

(c) For owners or operators of each 
land disposal facility which has been 
granted interim status prior to Novem-
ber 8, 1984, on November 8, 1985, unless: 

(1) The owner or operator submits a 
part B application for a permit for such 
facility prior to that date; and 

(2) The owner or operator certifies 
that such facility is in compliance with 
all applicable ground-water monitoring 
and financial responsibility require-
ments. 

(d) For owners or operators of each 
land disposal facility which is in exist-
ence on the effective date of statutory 
or regulatory amendments under the 
Act that render the facility subject to 
the requirement to have a RCRA per-
mit and which is granted interim sta-
tus, twelve months after the date on 
which the facility first becomes subject 
to such permit requirement unless the 
owner or operator of such facility: 

(1) Submits a part B application for a 
RCRA permit for such facility before 
the date 12 months after the date on 
which the facility first becomes subject 
to such permit requirement; and 

(2) Certifies that such facility is in 
compliance with all applicable ground 
water monitoring and financial respon-
sibility requirements. 

(e) For owners or operators of any 
land disposal unit that is granted au-
thority to operate under § 270.72(a) (1), 
(2) or (3), on the date 12 months after 
the effective date of such requirement, 
unless the owner or operator certifies 
that such unit is in compliance with all 
applicable ground-water monitoring 
and financial responsibility require-
ments. 
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(f) For owners and operators of each 
incinerator facility which has achieved 
interim status prior to November 8, 
1984, interim status terminates on No-
vember 8, 1989, unless the owner or op-
erator of the facility submits a part B 
application for a RCRA permit for an 
incinerator facility by November 8, 
1986. 

(g) For owners or operators of any fa-
cility (other than a land disposal or an 
incinerator facility) which has 
achieved interim status prior to No-
vember 8, 1984, interim status termi-
nates on November 8, 1992, unless the 
owner or operator of the facility sub-
mits a part B application for a RCRA 
permit for the facility by November 8, 
1988.

§ 270.79 Why is this subpart written in 
a special format? 

This subpart is written in a special 
format to make it easier to understand 
the regulatory requirements. Like 
other Environmental Protection Agen-
cy (EPA) regulations, this establishes 
enforceable legal requirements. For 
this subpart, ‘‘I’’ and ‘‘you’’ refer to 
the owner/operator. 

GENERAL INFORMATION 

§ 270.80 What is a RAP? 
(a) A RAP is a special form of RCRA 

permit that you, as an owner or oper-
ator, may obtain, instead of a permit 
issued under §§ 270.3 through 270.66, to 
authorize you to treat, store, or dis-
pose of hazardous remediation waste 
(as defined in § 260.10 of this chapter) at 
a remediation waste management site. 
A RAP may only be issued for the area 
of contamination where the remedi-
ation wastes to be managed under the 
RAP originated, or areas in close prox-
imity to the contaminated area, except 
as allowed in limited circumstances 
under § 270.230. 

(b) The requirements in §§ 270.3 
through 270.66 do not apply to RAPs 
unless those requirements for tradi-
tional RCRA permits are specifically 
required under §§ 270.80 through 270.230. 
The definitions in § 270.2 apply to 
RAPs. 

(c) Notwithstanding any other provi-
sion of this part or part 124 of this 
chapter, any document that meets the 
requirements in this section con-
stitutes a RCRA permit under RCRA 
section 3005(c). 

(d) A RAP may be: 
(1) A stand-alone document that in-

cludes only the information and condi-
tions required by this subpart; or 

(2) Part (or parts) of another docu-
ment that includes information and/or 
conditions for other activities at the 
remediation waste management site, in 
addition to the information and condi-
tions required by this subpart. 

(e) If you are treating, storing, or dis-
posing of hazardous remediation wastes 
as part of a cleanup compelled by Fed-
eral or State cleanup authorities, your 
RAP does not affect your obligations 
under those authorities in any way. 

(f) If you receive a RAP at a facility 
operating under interim status, the 
RAP does not terminate your interim 
status. 

§ 270.85 When do I need a RAP? 
(a) Whenever you treat, store, or dis-

pose of hazardous remediation wastes 
in a manner that requires a RCRA per-
mit under § 270.1, you must either ob-
tain: 

(1) A RCRA permit according to 
§§ 270.3 through 270.66; or 

(2) A RAP according to this subpart. 
(b) Treatment units that use combus-

tion of hazardous remediation wastes 
at a remediation waste management 
site are not eligible for RAPs under 
this subpart. 

(c) You may obtain a RAP for man-
aging hazardous remediation waste at 
an already permitted RCRA facility. 
You must have these RAPs approved as 
a modification to your existing permit 
according to the requirements of 
§ 270.41 or § 270.42 instead of the require-
ments in this subpart. When you sub-
mit an application for such a modifica-
tion, however, the information require-
ments in § 270.42(a)(1)(i), (b)(1)(iv), and 
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
